ASSAULTS AIMED 
AT 4 OR 5 POSTS 


Action Still Local but Indi- 
cates, It Is Pointed Out, 
Renewal of German Of- 


fensive Tactics. 


PARIS, Nov. 9 (AP).—German 
attempts to pierce the extreme 
Northern flank of the French de- 
fense near the Luxembourg border 
have failed under French counter- 
fire, advices from the front said 
today. 

A series of night infantry raids 
was turned back, military sources 
asserted, without yielding an ineh 
of French territory between the 


Moselle and Saar Rivers. 

Authorized commentators de- 
clared German activity was entirely 
local, although they said it indicat- 
ed a renewal of offensive tactics 
which so far have been defeated. 

Apparently by a prearranged sig- 
nal, military advices said, the Ger- 
mans struck four or five French 
advance posts simultaneously at 
nightfall. 

Reinforced enemy patrols slipped 
through the darkness until they 
reached the isolated positions of the 
French outpost line. 

Lighter attacks were said to have 
been aimed against a line in the low 
hills which parallel the frontier be- 
tween Apach and Merzig. 

Although the German attacks 
were heavier than for the last sev- 
eral days, the French said they still 
were in the preliminary stage. 

The War Ministry in its evening 
communique on Western front ac- 
tivities said: 

“No incident of importance dur- 
ing the day.” 

The following communique was 
issued this morning by the French 
high command: 

“Increased activity during the 
night on the front as a whole. Local 
reconnaissances and sharp encoun- 
ters, especially between the Moselle 
and Saar.” 

Military experts had about con- 
cluded that any big German of- 
fensive in the west would await 
the coming of spring. But they 
professed to see also the possi- 
bility of twin drives on the Mag- 
inot line and against one of the 
lowland countries (The Netherlands 
and Belgium) in an effort to 
reach coastal bases from which the 
Germans might raid England more 
effectively. 

Another interpretation of Nazi 
concentrations along The Nether- 
lands border was that they were 
intended to coerce The Netherlands 
into co-operation against the Allied 
blockade of Germany. 


GERMANS REPORT 
STOPPING FRENCH 


BERLIN, Nov. 9 (AP). — Re 
pulse of several French assaults on 
outposts outside Saarbruecken and 
Pirmasens on the northern flank of 
the Western front was announced 
today by the German high com- 
mand. 

The communique said: 

“In the course of the last two days 
enemy attacks in the strength of 
one to two companies on our ad- 
vance guards on the German-French 
border southwest of Saarbruecken, 
as well as southwest of Pirmasens, 
were repelled and several prisoners 
taken in a counterattack. 

“Otherwise no special events ex- 
cept a little livelier artillery activ- 
ity. 

“The number of enemy planes 
breught down Nov. 7 was increased 
from five to seven, among which 
was one British. In the course of 
Nov. 8, German pursuit planes shot 
down two French planes and two 
enemy captive balloons were 
brought down burning. One Ger- 
man plane missing. 

“The British admiralty announced 
the loss of one British submarine.”

An administrator of the Buerger- 
brau Hall said it was a “terrific 
charge” and the proprietor added 
that it came “without any prelim- 
inary sound or other warning,” 
causing the ceiling to fall “with a 
terrific roar.” 

City Thrown Into Turmoil. 

“There were screams,” he said, 
“and the air was filled with dust 
and an acrid smell.

“The British secret service and 
Jews” were responsible, declared 
Deutscher Dienst, the commentary 
service of DNB, official German 
news agency. 

It charged that an attempt was 
made on Hitler’s life “because it 
was thought that through the act 
Germany would be struck in the 
heart.” 

“Who are these murderers?” it 
asked. “We do not yet know the 
individuals or how they prepared 
the deed. But one thing we know 
—gold givers, capable of such de 
testable notions, are agents of the 
secret service, 

“And behind them stand war 
agitators into whose ears Jews are 
whispering. 

“If anything could have strength- 
ended our will for victory or made 
us more faithful to the Fuehrer, 
it is this attempt to murder Adolf 
Hitler. 

“But England will learn to know 
us better. We will not be satisfied 
with half measures—that is the 
oath given at the bier of these dead. 
“The German nation enters truly 
well prepared into the fight which 
now starts. If, up to now, we have 
shown consideration toward state 
enemies it should be clear that be- 
ginning today they will be treated 
so they are unable to threaten 
the life and security of National 
Socialists any more. 

“In the future we will deal dif- 
ferently with those who become 
criminals for English gold.

DUTCH EVACUATE 
MORE VILLAGES Ih

Passenger Service From 
Amsterdam Restricted — 
Belgium Has 600,000 
Men Mobilized. 


AMSTERDAM, Nov. 9 (AP).— 
The Netherlands cleared out vil- 
lages in new “water line” regions 
today preparatory to defensive 
flooding and Belgium increased its 
mobilization to an almost record to- 
tal of 600,000 men. 

Passenger service out of Amster- 
dam was ordered restricted, begin- 
ning at 4 p. m., “in view of extraor- 
dinary measures taken by the rail- 
way company.” The order was be- 
lieved generally to have been due to 
heavy precautionary movements of 
troops eastward. 

The actions of the two nations 
were interpreted as evidence of a 
wary determination to be ready for 


any turn in the European war. 
Official sources in both insisted,

Military authorities of The Neth- 
erlands moved the residents out of 
several villages in the main flood 
defense region near Utrecht and 
also removed the population of the 
hamlet of Lent, near Nijmegen on 
the East frontier.

This is The Netherlands’ first line 
of defense against German  in- 
vasion.

Nearly $80,000,000 in export li- 
censes had to be canceled when the 
germs embargo of the old act was 
imposed, but these will be reissued 
es fast as the applications are ap- 
proved. The canceled licenses were 
almost entirely to Britain, France 
and Australia, and called principal- 
ly for airplanes. 

Licenses issued in the next month 
Or so are expected to total several 
hundred million dollars. 

The principal problem arising 
since the Neutrality Act was signed 
last Saturday has been the applica- 
tion of the United States Lines for 
transfer of eight ships to Panama 
registry so they can continue in 
trans-Atlantic service. 


Swedes Deny Re-exporting U. S. 
Goods to Germany. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (AP).— 
Sweden's increased purchases in the 
United States are ; xing for its own 
use and are not being re-exported 
to Germany, Swedish sources said 
today. 

They pointed out that Sweden’s 
purchases here have not been aug- 
mented merely since the European 
war broke out, but in the first 
nine months of this year were $16,- 
500,000 higher than in the same 1938 
period. Commerce Department fig- 
ures showed that in 
Sweden bought $8,695,000 in Ameri- 
can goods, compared with $3,628,000 
in September, 1938. 

Statistics at the Swedish legation 
disclosed that Sweden’s exports fell 
from 216,000,000 crowns in August 


to 179,000,000 crowns in September. | 2 
This is a drop of 29 per cent, and |Z 


is a decline of 15 per cent from 
September, 1938.

Mr. and Mrs. William H. Dan- 
forth, 17 Kingsbury place, prom- 
ised y@sterday to build a stone 
chapel adjoining Pilgrim Congre- 
gational Churck, Union boulevard 
and Kensington avenue, on condi- 
tion that the church undertake the 
rest of a building prograr: to in- 
crease its facilities. 

The congregation, at a meeting 
attended by about 250 persons last 
night, voted to undertake the build- 
‘ing program, the cost of which, ex-

‘at about $100,000. The cost of the 


chapel was not specified, but

'Mr. and Mrs. Danforth said $60,000 
'was the approximate amount. 

The new chapel, of red stone like 
that in the church building, will 
stand facing Union boulevard, 
south of the main church audito- 
‘rium, on ground owned by the 
‘church. It will be a detached 
building, and a wide passageway, 
‘with cloister effect, will run be- 
‘tween it and the church,-and will 
lead to the present entrance of the 
rear part of the church. 

Included in the building program 
are large basement spaces under 
the present auditorium and _ the 
new chapel, and an addition to 
the Sunday school and church of- 
fice part of the building, to extend 
over ground south of the present 
building, now used as a parking 
lot. Renovation of the interior of 
the auditorium is planned also. 

The proposed additions follow the 
recommendations of a committee 
| which surveyed the needs of the 
Sunday school and of parish or- 
ganizations. At the congregational 
meeting last night, G. Donald Gib- 
‘bins, chairman of the board of 
‘trustees, presided, and Gordon M. 
Philpott, chairman of a special com- 
jmaittee, presented the building pro- 
gram and announced the Danforth 
‘chapel pledge. The pastor, the Rev. 
Dr. Truman B. Douglass, and sev- 
eral others, spoke. 
| According to tentative plans, the 
new chapel will seat about 150 per- 
sons, and will be used for purposes 
of worship.

PROSPECTS GOOD FOR MISSOURI 
QUAIL SEASON, ABOUT TO OPEN 


Conservation Agents Will Take 
Precautions to Prevent Vio- 
lations of Bag Limit. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 9 (AP). 
-—The 1939 Missouri quail season 
opens tomorrow. The State Conser- 
vation Commission says hunting 
prospect reports are excellent and 
hunting may be even better than in 
1938, when birds were abundant in 
most parts of the State. A good 
quail crop is assured by adequate 
food, cover and water, and pros- 
pects for these also are fair, the 
commission reported. 

It is believed that no more than 
1000 broodstock birds will be needed 
next year if conservation practices 
are observed during the approach- 
ing hunting season. and barring 
losses during the winter. During 
1939, because the supply of native 
broodstock quail was in such good 
condition, it was necessary to plant 
only 4250 birds in game manage- 
ment areas. 

Ten quail per person a day is the 
bag limit and the limit of posses- 
sion is 15 at one time. Because of 
the many violations last year, con- 
servation agents will take extra pre- 
cautions this season. LUlegal birds 
were found hidden in automobile 
hub caps, large oil cans with fake 
bottoms and even in hunters’ boots 
last year.

Stalin and Advice. 


The reverse of this calculation 
would seem to impose on Germany 
the need for attempting a victo- 
rious conclusion of the struggle 
while yet there is time. 

Thus the two great “self-con- 
tained” nations of the world, the 
United States and the Soviet Union, 
both preserving neutrality, are de- 
cisive factors in the conduct of the 
war, and each is backing a differ- 
ent belligerent. 

Whether Stalin is advising Hitler 
as to how he thinks Germany 
should conduct the war, one does 
not know. Indeed, one does not 
now what sort of war Stalin wants 

what possible outcome he consid- 
ers most beneficial to his interests, 
though one may suspect that he 
would prefer, above all others, an 
outcome which left Western, cap- 
italistic Europe exhausted and 
bleeding at his feet. But one may 
doubt whether he will venture to of- 
fer strategical advice to the Ger- 
man Government or if he does 
whether he would feel any sense 
of responsibility for the result if 
his advice were accepted and disas- 

r followed. 

With the United States the case 
is different. The interests of this 
country are certainly involved in 
the outcome of this war; we should 
not like to see Naziism or Commu- 
hism or a combination of these two 
not essentially dissimilar ideologies 
trlumphant in Europe. But our 
first concern at the moment is to 
keep from becoming involved in 
hostilities ourselves. These seem to 
be. if one may judge from usually 
reliable indices-of public opinion, 
the almost unanimous views of the 
American people. These trends in 
public opinion were largely instru- 
mental in achieving the repeal of 
the arms embargo. 
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Criticism of Lippmann, 


But one may take leave to doubt 
whether the majority of Americans 
el that we have thereby acquired 
ie righe to tell Great Britain and 
France how they shall conduct the 
war in which they find themselves 
engaged. One may indeed take 
leave to doubt whether many Amer- 
leans would think it politic or even 
safe to offer such advice. I think 
that rarely has a more dangerous 
Suggestion been made than that 
put forward by Mr. Walter Lipp- 
mann in his column of Nov. 7. Aft- 
er praising the present defensive 
Strategy of the Allies he says “It 
lust be our policy to make them 
dhere to it.” He continues, “It will 
be essential that the United States 
have a very clear view that the 
practical problems are to be decid- 
ed on the principle that the Allies 
are to fight a strategically defensive 
war,”

The point is not whether Mr. 
Lippmann may be right or may be 
wrong in his conception of what 
the Allied strategy should be, The 
danger in this suggestion is that 
if we use what influence we have 
to press on the Allies our strategi- 
cal views, we become in a great 
measure responsible for the results. 


We become, indeed, to an extent far 


beyond that which appears to be 
contemplated by the American peo- 
ple, participants in the war. If 
the Allies take our advice and the 
result turns out badly, we are in- 
evitably committed to throw in our 
full weight to attempt to retrieve 
the disaster whigh we have brought 
on them. Stalin might find it pos- 
sible to shrug aside such a respon- 
sibility. The American people could 
hardly do so, and certainly would 
not do so. It may be doubted 
whether even our military and na- 
val staffs have at hand adequate 
information to enable them to ad- 
vise the Government as to what 
course the Allied Governments 
ought to follow, and therefore as to 
the nature of the advice which, fol- 
lowing Mr. Lippmann’s views, our 
Government should press on the 
Allies. 


Motive of Congress. 


If there .was one motive more 
than another that seemed to be the 
controlling one behind our repeal 
of the arms embargo, in the minds 
of the Senators and Congressmen 
who voted for it, in the minds of 
millions of citizens who supported 
that action, it was to avoid Amer- 
ican involvement in the war. Mr. 
Lippmann himself has_ recently 
stated that there rests on the ad- 
vocates of repeal an obligation of 
honor to see to it that those who 
supported repeal, in the belief that 
it was the best road toward avoid- 
ing American involvement in the 
war, shall be justified in their 
hopes. 

One can hardly conceive of a 
more certain road toward such in- 
volvement than that suggested by 
Mr. Lippmann—unless, of course, 
he is prepared to guarantee that 
his advice is the certain road to 
victory and this guarantee neither 
Mr. Lippmann nor anyone else who 
ventures to offer such advice could 
possibly give. 

As I have taken mas we pre- 
viously to remark, what ‘we need 
here in America is clear, cool and 
objective thinking on the subject 
of this war, as a basis for the 
many crucial decisions which we 
shal] have to make in our own in- 
terests, and of which the decision 
to repeal the arms embargo was, 
we may be sure, but the first. If 
our purpose is, as it now seems to 
be, to avoid American entry into 
the war as a belligerent, certainly 
we could make no worse decision 
than to urge upon the Allies mili- 
tary advice of any nature whatso- 
ever. Such conduct on our part is 
not neutrality, it is direct partici- 
pation in the conduct of the war.

GEN. HUGH S, JOHNSON SAYS— 


Stalin Is Convinced His Army, Although 
Big, Is.in Poor Condition, So He Is Not 
Expected to Risk War. 


By GEN. HUGH 8S. JOHNSON 


HIS may not be a phony war but 
Ti: certainly is a funny one, The 

Western Allies are fighting Hit- 
ler because he took half of Poland 
but they are cuddling up to Stalin 
who took the other half. Stalin 
supported Hitler’s Polish grab and 
now classifies Germany with the 
evil capitalist nations against which 
Russia announces a return to its 
earlier tactics of world revolution. 
Our relations with Russia are very 
bad. In China, Japan is about the 
only offset to the Russian Bolos. 
Yet we are threatening a total em- 
bargo on Japan. 


Protesting its peaceful or even 
friendly feelings toward Germany, 
Russia has apparently cut off the 
road of German ambitions both in 
the Baltic and Balkans... In this en- 
deavor, Mussolini, who is on Stalin's 
list as almost enemy No. 1, is ap- 
parently pursuing a course the ef- 
fect if not the purpose of which is 
the same. It is about the dizziest 
diplomatic double-crossing incom- 
prehensible puzzle on record. 


There are rumors of one explana- 
tion of Russia’s strange course. 
They are that the execution of most 
of Stalin’s high military command 
for treason, the cashiering of thou- 
sands of junior officers and the dis- 
closures that caused the steps have 
convinced Stalin that his army, 
though cumbersomely big, is mere 
mush — demoralized, undisciplined, 
untrained and unequipped. These 
stories predict that he will not 
risk a war even against Rumania 
for the return of Bessarabia. He 
will use the threatening shadow of 
his gigantic manpower, without 
ever risking a test of it. 

He will thus take advantage of 
the deathly split among the capi- 
talist countries to destroy their sys- 
tem. He will do this first by out- 
right capture or forced concession 


ing some of its commercial debts wherever possible, as in Poland and 


in the Baltic States, and, second, by 
infiltration of Communism in such 
war-weary countries as Germany— 
or even France and England—may 
become. 

Iecan’t vouch for this information, 
but it comes from high and usually 
well informed authority. It fits 
with some of the logic and develop- 
ment of events, 


It is interesting because, along 
these lines, may lie the liquidation 
of this war—a lot sooner than we 
expect. The Western European na- 
tions cannot take much comfort 
from a victory that may come from 
the collapse and communization of 
Germany. 


It now seems more apparent that 
Hitler can never win in the West. 
An ignorant and brutal upstart has 
shot craps with destiny once too 
often. The. pay-off is yet to come, 
but enough of the dice are exposed 
for him to read ’em and weep—es- 
pecially in view of developments on 
his Eastern front. There seems lit- 
tle possibility now of an assault on 
the ground in the west and very lit- 


tle more of a vast desperate battle 


of air armadas in the sky. There re- 
mains the strategy of starving the 
Germans to their knees. 


But can the Western Powers af- 
ford to do that? It wouldn’t hurt 
Germary’s armies or its fat offi- 
cials. They will eat. But.children 
need fats and women need nourish- 
ment. It is they who will starve. 


A campaign of economic strangu- 
lation whips armies only indirectly. 
The home front crumbles first in 
misery, sickness and death among 
helpless children, women and the 
aged. Such suffering. is created 
among the home folk. that’ the 
troops become disaffected. Mutiny 
and revolution cap the climax of 
the internal caving-in of the nation. 


The Allies seem to have Hitler 
stopped, but can they afford to cre- 
ate that kind of situation between 
them and the Communist mobs of 
Russia? A nation of 80,000,000 peo- 
ple embittered for their whole 
lives, and in revolution, mutiny and 
despair as the only bulwark the 
capitalist countries have against 
the poisonous floods of Commu- 
nism? There must be some other 
way out,

solini’s Italy is trying to form a 
bloc of Balkan and near-Balkan 
nations against the attempts of 
Germany and Russia to push for- 
ward their influence in Southeast- 
ern Europe.

There is another consideration to give the adminis- 
tration pause before authorizing this palpable act 
of perfidy. What will be the effect on world opinion? 
Today we may dignifiedly disregard the harangues 
from Moscow and Berlin, but can we honestly brush 
aside the charge of “hypocrisy and falsehood” if 
American ships engage in the commerce of war under 
spurious colors? 

Today the world reckons as a tragedy the moral 
poverty to which Nazi Germany has been reduced 
by the broken pledges of Hitler. Intelligent senti- 
ment has never yet recovered from Mussolini’s shock- 
ing betrayal of Italy’s treaty obligations to Ethiopia. 
In the devious accounting of our experience in the 
other World War, the entries of delinquencies and de- 
faultings have so destroyed the credit of great nations 
as to make the cash-and-carry conditions a matter 
of elementary prudence. 

One exception may be noted. Little Finland today 
commands American esteem for the simple reason 
that she guards the value of her word. 

Sophistry may argue that this ship-transfer busi- 
ness is within the letter of the law. That’s a chiseler’s 
credo, which was demolished by an ancient pro- 
nouncement still young as the morning: © 

“The letter killeth, but the spirit giveth life.” 
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THE FIRST PILLAR FALLS. 

The first pillar of Moses L. Annenberg’s golden 
temple crashed to the ground yesterday when Fed- 
eral Judge Wilkerson denied a petition for a tem- 
porary restraining order against the Illinois Bell 
Telephone Co. Therefore, at noon today, the Chicago 
handbooks, which depend on this utility to bring 
them the turf betting information disseminated by 
Annenberg, will find their telephones cut off.

ANOTHER REICHSTAG FIRE? 

Munich’s celebration of the anniversary of the 1923 
Beer Hall Putsch was ended by an explosion in the 
Buergerbrau Hall that ostensibly was set off to end 
the career of Adolf Hitler. But the Fuehrer, who had 
just defied England with the threat of a five-year war, 
was already safe on his train. All the other Nazi 
notables had also left the hall. 

A report from Berlin casts doubt on the idea that 
this was a real attempt on Hitler’s life. Such pre- 
cautions are at all times thrown about him that it is 
difficult to understand how any malcontent could 
have entered this Nazi shrine and planted the ex- 
plosives. Had this been a genuine attempt at assassi- 
nation, with all the sinister implications that holds, 
would not -the German regime, adept as it is at the 
suppression of news and with all communications 
with. Munich under control, have sought to withhold 
reports of the tragedy, instead of supplying foreign 
correspondents so quickly with all the details? 

Furthermore, did not the Nazis fire the Reichstag 
t enrage a lukewarm Germany against the party’s 
opponents? Could this have been another such plot 
to fan German sentiment into new loyalty to the 
Fuehrer and an enthusiasm for the long war, which 
he did not plan, but with which he is now con- 
fronted? How quickly and with what unanimity press 
and police blamed the English secret service and, of 
course, the Jews! 

Or has German disillusionment already reached the 
point where patriots were willing to take a chance as 
desperate as this to rié themselves of Swastika rule? 
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SCRIPTURES INTO COURT. 

The courts of law are going to be enlivened by some 
lively scriptural disputation, now that a retired New 
Yorker, with time on his hands, is bringing suit to 
collect the $1000 offered by Dr. Harry Rimmer, head 
of the Research Science Bureau, for producing a 
scientific error in the Bible. Far be it from us to 
influence the workings of unbiased justice in this 
case, but it appears there will be certain difficulties 
ma proving the point of error. 

The argument concerns the flock of quail that 
was blown in from the sea to feed the Israelites on 
their wanderings. The skeptic, William Floyd, says 
their camp measured “a day’s journey” on each side, 
according to the Scripture, and that the quail piled 
up to the depth of two cubits all over that area.

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MR. McKITTRICK AND THE LONG CASE. 

Last April 19, after the first trial of David E. Long, 
Presiding Judge of the Jackson County Court, had 
resulted in an acquittal under weird circumstances, 
we made a prediction. “Considering the nature of the 
jury panel and the usual workings of justice a la 
Pendergast,” our editorial said, “the succeeding trials 
will likewise come under the head of farce comedy.” 

Now that the fourth trial has been prevented by 
dismissal of all charges on request of Attorney- 
General McKittrick, after Long had resigned from his 
position, the prophecy stands thoroughly fulfilled. 

There have been some strange working of justice 
in the case of ex-Judge Long, mainstay of Pendergast 
machine control over Jackson County government. 
The charge against him was “corruptly allowing 
claims”; specifically, claims of more than $10,000 
against county funds for repairing a building, owned 
by his sons. 

On the eve of the first trial, the sons repaid this 
money to the county. The jury that acquitted Long 


was loaded with disqualified persons—Pendergast

The second and third trials, 
on another indictment against Long, ended, not sur- 
prisingly, in hung juries.

McKittrick sought to 
have this charge dismissed along with the case against 
Long, but Circuit Judge Buzard refused to grant 
his request.

129 officers and men in the engage- 
ment, the Sydney three. 

Not all the survivors of the Em- 
den were made prisoners. A land- 
ing party of 50, headed by Lieut. 
H. von Mucke, was sent ashore on 
South Keeling Island just before 
the engagement began, and was 
unable to return to the Emden.

Columbia U. Professor Demonstrates Speed 
at. Which it Reaches Remote | 
Parts of Body. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9 (AP).—It 
was a noisy drink of water that 
Prof, John R. Dunninz of Columbia 
University swallowed yesterday. 

Two minutes after he downed the 
drink, his finger tips began to roar 
through a loudspeaker like radio 
static. The racket came from par- 
ticles of salt, which had been in 
the water, and which in two min- 
utes after drinking had passed 
through his stomach, into his blood 
and as far as his finger tips. 

The salt was radioactive. It 
was one of the new products of a 
cyclotron, a machine which pro- 
duces million-volt rays of element- 
ary particles called neutrons. 

A teaspoonful of common table 
salt was placed in the cyclotron, 
with the result that part of the 
salt became radioactive. It emit- 
ted the same kind of rays as 
radium. 

Prof. Dunning put this salt in his 
glass of water. The demonstration

The cracker 
crumbs are soaked with the milk 
and squeezed, then stirred into the 
mixture, and fried for three min- 
utes. The oysters are cut in half 
and added, also the mushrooms. 
After mixing and cooking for three 
more minutes the egg is stirred in. 

The mixture is then taken from 
the stove and stuffed into the fish 
and sewed in. The fish is put into 
a buttered baking pan and dotted 
with pieces of butter. Oyster liquor 
mixed with water or stock is poured 
in two inches deep. The fish is 
baked in a slow oven for one and 
one-half hours, basting occasional- 


ly.

STARK SEES MURPHY

Wallace Also-in Conference on 
Overlapping. Federal and 
State Requirements,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9. — Gov. 
Stark of Missouri conferred. for an 
‘hour today with Attorney-General 
Murphy and Secretary of ‘Agricul- 
ture Wallace on complaints of St. 
Louis, Kansas: City and St. Joseph 
warehousemen on overlapping 
bonds required by the Federal and 
state governments. 

After the conference, which Stark 
and Wallace described as “most 
harmonious,” the state and Federal 
experts who accompanied their 
chiefs agreed that a way could be 
worked out whereby the warehouse- 
men would get credit for Federal 
requirements in meeting the bonds 
required by Missouri. In general, 
the total costs of the bonds will 
be reduced, if present plans go 
through, 

The meeting was held in the At- 
torney-General’s office, and Murphy 
in general approved the plans to 
work out a seeming conflict in the 
Federal and state laws. 

Stark was accompanied by James 
B. Buffington, State Warehouse 
Commissioner. The Department of 
Agriculture experts were Mastin G. 
White, solicitor of the department; 
C. W. Kitchen, chief of the agricul- 
tural marketing section, and H. S. 
Yohe, chief of the division of ware- 
housing. 

Immediately after the conference 
Stark rushed to the White House 
to pay his respects to President 
Roosevelt. He said that the ware- 
house issue was the only thing he 
had to discuss in Washington and 
denied that he had a candidate for 
State administrator of the WPA. 

Stark was_schedulei to leave 
oy Renate this afternoon for New 
York, where he will address the 
Southern Society tonight on the 
subject, “The Immediate Future.”

DIAGNOSIS: Whenever you meet a 
person who gloats in being perfectly frank 
and is always saying whatever he thinks, 
just remind such a juvenile adult that only 
those who are emotionally immature are 
guilty of such behavior. 

A child is perfectly frank, and usually 
quite tactless. A kindergarten youngster 
will normally say “whatever he thinks,” which is one of the problems 
of the school teacher in the first grade, for she must re-educate her 
youngsters to avoid talking out loud. 

Children actually say what they think, and they utter their 
thoughts aloud. Speech and thought are almost synonymous with 
youngsters. As they grow older and become trained to curb their 
speech, they only whisper or move their lips when they are thinking 
and reading. Ultimately they may attain the sure adult status wherein 
they can read or think not only without talking aloud, but even with- 
out moving their lips. 

The process of growth from childhood to mature adulthood is 
chiefly one of curbing our frankness and spontaneous thought or 
actions, in favor of more approved speech and conduct.

Auto Drivers

ESTS to. determine whether an 
T owner is capable of driving an 

automobile are applied in a very 
careless and incomplete way. Auto- 
mobiles have now taken rank as 
more dangerous than pneumonia on 
the American continent, yet our 
states and municipalities take no 
particular care to rule out the unfit 
among drivers, and regard with 
cynical complacency the rules which 
could be enforced to forbid danger- 
ous drivers from jeopardizing the 
lives of their fellow citizens. 

A complete examination of appli- 
cants for a driver's license should 
have three parts—physical condi- 
tion, mental condition and vision. 
The last is the most important. 

There are several aspects of vi- 
sion which must be considered: 

The psychologic aspect, which in- 
cludes the synthesis of visual sen- 
sation into perception and its modi- 
fication by bad judgment, bad atti- 
tude and mental disease. This is 
common enough. The habitual acci- 
dent creator is defective in some 
way on the psychologic side, and 
excuses made for him are used off 
the record because his trouble is too 
deep to be corrected by good in- 
tentions. 

Disorders of refraction of the eye. 
These can easily be corrected. A 
refractive error does not neécessar- 
ily give any symptom g, so a routine 
examination of drivers igs necessary 
to detect them. 

Disorders of the retinal function. 
This is a new field, created by the 
automobile. It Meludes glare sensi- 
tivity. The capacity of the eye to

Obvious- 
ly, it would have done East no good 
to overtake the club queen with 
the king, since that merely would 
have end-played him, and forced 
him to return a club to dummy’s 
jack, or a spade to its ace.
